3- Kanseichiyun went to Chita inmediately after the Rarbin conference.i: order to 
confer with Shechanov, who 1a, according to Kanaeichijyun, the director of the 
Comintern's Far Eastern Devartiuent, concerning the Tiietan Youth Revolutionary 
Party. 


4, The aim of the Party, led by sroung lamas, is to carry oit reforms on th: preseay - 
existing political syatem so as to make Mbet indevendert. As a reguit, their 
immediate objective is to usr the Dalai lama to expel th) young Panchan ‘ana, who, 
being a Chinese from Tainghai, ia friendly to China and thus might be inc'ined 
to recognize China's soverei¢i.ty in Tibet, One of the Drinary aims of thi Party 
is to end Tibet's relations with China in the hope of obteining recognitice of 
an independent-Tibet. An anti=Panchan lama movenent, with a show of force backed 
by the Tibetan Youth Revolutionary Party took Place in Jani (1947-1948) (sic). 
Actually, however, it turned :ut to be merely a dramatic artieKuomintang demin- 
stration and was not 4 real coup~d' etat. 


5-. Shechanov atated that the uprising: was not genuinely "revolutionary", that it vas 
an act put on to deceive the ueevLe and that such hypoeritica? political movemerts 
could never receive Soviet suvnort. Shechanov implted that Suviet assistance’ 
might be forthcoming if Tibet had a complete "democratic" revoiution. Kanséichiyun 
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states he refused to consider Shechanov's proposal. that Soviet advisers be 
gent to Tibet and Shechanov's statement that all lamas were opium addicts. 
Matters regarding the Party were left for future discussions and Kanseichiyun 
returned to Peiping, having failed to secure the aid he sought, but inspired 
with other ideas (see below). 


There are a number of reference books on Tibet in the National Library's Tibetan

Upon his return trip from Harbin, Kanseichiyun stated he would soon return to 
Tibet to carry out his work which is to assist Tibet to rid herself of boy 
corrupt feudal system. Certain domestic reforms are necessary but it would 
also be necessary to take advantage of the current intricate international 
situation. Specifically, Fanseichiyun intends to push the following projects: 


a. To organize a delegation to the USSR to negotiate a trade agreement, 
wnleas the present delegation to the United States could proceed 
directly to the USSR, which had been their plan when they left China 
but which Kanseichiyun now believes would be impossible. 


be. To organize a coup~-d'etat which would bring about the exile of the 
Panchen Lana. 


c. To organize the Tibetans for a forthcoming revolution. 
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
